The polls being taken now most­ 
ly indicate President Eisenhower 
is out in front of Stevenson. But 
Truman, who of all people has 
reason not to believe in polls, says 
he s optimistic about the Demo­ 
crats* chances.

The article said the jet crash 
landed in a woods a half mile 
short of the field and that the 
pilot was injured. 
The Navy gave this probable 
explanation of the accident: 
When the stream 
of 
cannon 
shells spewed from the four guns 
at the rate of 64 rounds for each 
four * second burst, they 
were 
traveling more than 1,500 fret-per 
second faster than the airplane. 
Rut they immediately began to 
slow down because of air resist­ 
ance and to fall from the firing 
path because of gravity, so that 
they were following

The jet meanwhile went into a 
slightly steeper dive and about 2 
to 3 miles from the point where 
the firing began, the plane and 
the spent shells arrived at the 
same point and collided. 
No live ammunition waa used 
in the test.

NEW YORK UA— Peggy Keen- 
sn. a lady pianist who became a 
gold m iner, now has decided to 
become the first woman to reach 
the North Pole. 
“ And I will,” aho said positive­ 
ly. 
She is the only woman on a 
scientific expedition of 16 men 
and 40-odd dogs scheduled to fly 
to the North Pole next January. 
The expedition will he headed by 
her explorer husband, John F. 
Stanw eil-Fletcher, a veteran Arc­ 
tic explorer and U. S. Air Force 
reserve officer. 
It was on a trip to Alaska as 
I U. S. O. entertainer that she 
m et her husband. 
Miss Keenan is an adventure- 
loving woman who while pursu­ 
ing an active career as a profes­ 
sional pianist also built 
up 
a 
bankroll operating a flooring con­ 
cern. 
Nine years ago during a din­ 
ner party in Lo* Angeles one of 


the guests spoke at length of the 
still untapped mineral wealth in 
the Black Hills of South Dakota. 
She was so interested that one 
of the others guests suggested 
jokingly; 
“ Why don t you become a gold 
miner yourself, Peggy?” 
Miss Keenan didn't think it was 
a joke at all. The idea appealed 
to her at once. 
She hired a mining engineer 
with her own money to go to the 
Black Hills and survey the area. 
His report was so optimistic that 
she banged shut her piano, went 
to South Dakota, put on boots 
and entered the mining business. 
There was plenty of metal in 
the hills, but it wasn’t until re­ 
cently that new techniques made 
removing it economical. 
Miss Keenan bought mineral 
leases on a 20-square mile area 
northwest of the town of Spear­ 
fish. She now heads a $400,000 
syndicate called Northwest De­ 
fense M inerals, Inc., which will 


begin full scale operation* next 
spring. 
“ The men elected 
me 
presi­ 
dent," said Miss Keenan grin­ 
ning, “ after I pointed out I own­ 
ed 60 per cent of the stock. 
“ The gold we take out will pay 
for the actual mining costs, hut 
gold is no longer a glam our m et­ 
al. The real glam our m etals—and 
we know we have them —are co­ 
lumbium - tantalum , 
tungsten, 
beryllium 
and 
titanium . 
They 
are the heat-resistant m etals the 
governm ent needs for 
jet 
air­ 
planes of the future ”
